ROCKETING costs and the harsh eco¬ 
nomic climate are being blamed for a 
decision to cancel the annual firework 
display at Alexandra Palace this year. 

The decision to let the 2010 display go up in 
smoke was made at a meeting of the palace’s 
board of trustees last week after last year’s 
display left them with a £63,000 deficit. 

Donations from the 70,000-strong audi¬ 
ences who flock to the palace each year have 
not been enough to cover the cost of staging 
the event and palace chiefs say they have 
simply been left with no choice but to pull out. 

“Faced with even higher stewarding and 
traffic, and crowd control costs for the 2010 
event and against a climate of impending 
public sector cuts, we reluctantly felt we 
couldn’t risk what might potentially be an 
even bigger shortfall this year,” explained 


board chairman, Councillor Pat Egan. “It was 
a real struggle to come to this 
decision, especially as it is a really well- 
supported community event with a great 
atmosphere enjoyed by thousands every year. 

“However, the money we save will be used 
for urgent repairs to the fabric of the building 
- something which must take priority in 
today’s economic climate.” 

The decision follows several years of spi¬ 
ralling costs in staging the annual display to 
meet stringent health and safety and security 
requirements. The deficit was forecast to be 
even higher this year. 

Councillor Egan will now write to Haringey 
Council and several national and regional 
bodies in a last-ditch attempt to secure fund¬ 
ing but has only until the end of July to secure 
a financial bail-out. 

Alexandra Palace Trading Limited, which 
staged a beer festival, funfair and other family 
activities last year to raise cash for the fire¬ 
works display, is now looking for an “alterna¬ 
tive event” to replace it. Any organisations

Council ‘propaganda’ costs us 
£255k a year, putting Pickles 
review into a

HARINGEY COUNCIL has been 
slammed for spending a quarter of a 
million pounds of taxpayers’ money 
each year publicising itself in its glossy 
“political propaganda” magazine. 

Despite the current squeeze on pub¬ 
lic finances, the authority is shelling 
out £255,000 each year to produce ten 
editions of Haringey People magazine 
which gets posted through every let¬ 
terbox in the borough. It is filled with 
staged photographs, adverts for coun¬ 
cil services and events. 

Opposition Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillors have branded it a “political 
rag”, and an abuse of public funds. 
One example cited was its scant ref¬ 
erence to the damning reports of the 
death of Baby Peter which attracted 
headlines around the world for 
months. The magazine costs every 
one of around 100,000 household in 
the borough 25p per issue and the 
authority charges a staggering £2,500 
per page for external businesses to 
advertise in it, wooing potential cus¬ 
tomers by called the magazine the 
“most preferred” source of council 
news for residents. 


“For years the Labour administra¬ 
tion has used Haringey People as a 
cynical political tool,” said Council¬ 
lor Ed Butcher, Lib Dem resources 
spokesman. The council has a duty to 
inform residents of local issues but 
Haringey People is not worth the 
paper it is printed on and is part of 
Labour’s disgraceful £3million spin 
budget. With tough financial times 
ahead, the council should do what it 
should have done years ago and cut 
back this rag, start investing its bud¬ 
get in key services and stop wasting 
money on propaganda.” 

The news comes as the government 
ordered an urgent review into council 
“freesheets” after concerns were 
raised that they are undermining 
independent journalism. Tory MP 
Eric Pickles, who is leading the 
review, said: “Too many councils are 
spending a lot of time and money on 
publicising their activity, telling local 
people how wonderful their members 
are and using public cash to give 
themselves a big pat on the back. 

“In some cases, there’s a real dan¬ 
ger that taxpayer-funded council 
newspapers that purport to offer 
‘independent’ local news are eroding

local democracy.” 

Haringey People has 
been published since 
the early 1990s and is 
written and edited by 
the council’s communi¬ 
cations team. It takes 
the equivalent of one- 
and-a-half full-time 
staff to put it together. 

A spokeswoman 
for the council said: 

“Haringey People is 
an efficient and 
valued means of com¬ 
municating with resi¬ 
dents, to keep them 
informed about the 
services available to 
them and the work 
of the council. Resi¬ 
dents have a right to 
be kept informed and 
the council bears a 
duty to do so. 

“At ten issues a 
year, Haringey Peo¬ 
ple is not a newspaper and does not 
seek to duplicate what is reported in 

more immediate news outlets.” Rags to riches? But Haringey Council

Sacked carers’ 
anguish over 
elderly clients 
and their own 
families too

CARE workers in Tottenham feared 
their elderly charges would be left 
alone and frightened when they were 
suddenly told they no longer had jobs 
after turning up for work last week. 

About 20 angry employees of Door 2 
Door Care Services resorted to protest¬ 
ing outside the locked doors of the 
company in Garman Road after bosses 
told them their services were no longer 
required. The company had failed to 
win a major contract and told staff, 
some of whom had been with the com¬ 
pany for five years, that they had no 
choice but to transfer to another com¬ 
pany or find a job elsewhere. 

Mother-of-one Fadumo Liban was 
among the crowd on Wednesday. She is 
currently six months pregnant with her 
second child but said the needs of their 


vulnerable clients were utmost in 
people’s minds. 

She said: “I look after about eight 
people each day. Some are in wheel¬ 
chairs so I give them their food, medi¬ 
cine, showers - everything. 

“They are just waiting for us now - 
one of my women has just had a stroke 
- and they don’t always remember 
when they have to take their medication 
,so I’m worried their health may be at 
risk. We are like their family. 

“It is time to do the shopping for my 
family and we all have bills to pay, I 
haven’t slept the whole night. I also 
support my parents back home in 
Somalia. They told us to speak to our 
banks. Everyone is very angry.” 

Anne O’Connor has worked for the 
company for five years and visits up to 
ten clients each day. She said: “The 
people we help are mostly old. They 


need to be washed, helped out of bed 
and generally looked after in every way. 

“Some of them won’t be able to 
understand why we haven’t turned up. 
One woman I help in Wood Green has 
dementia and I’m the only one she will 
let in. She won’t trust new people. 

“We came off our shift and were just 
given a letter. We were told the boss 
would shut down on Friday. They 
threatened to call the police even though 
this is where we’ve always worked.” 

A spokesman for the company, who 
gave his name as Mr Barnes, told the 
Advertiser: “Staff were told they will 
be paid on July 11 and that is guaran¬ 
teed. We had a meeting at 2pm on 
Wednesday when we told them the sit¬ 
uation and put it in writing too.” 

He added that a new contractor is 
planning to re-employ the care workers.

Compensation 
for Baby Peter 
social worker 

A SOCIAL worker libelled by Haringey 
Council in the wake of the Baby Peter 
tragedy has accepted undisclosed 
damages after a High Court ruling. 

Sylvia Henry, who dealt with 17- 
month-old Peter, was libeled by the 
council on its website after it claimed 
she had not raised concerns about 
the toddler’s situation. 

Baby Peter died in 2008 after 
suffering more than 50 injuries. Ms 
Henry then gave police a witness 
statement which helped convict Baby 
Peter’s mother Tracey Connolly, her 
boyfriend Steven Barker and their 
lodger Jason Owen. 

Ms Henry took libel proceedings 
against the authority after its notice 
posted from November 2008 until 
April 2009 in response to her version 
of events as told on the BBC’s 
Panorama - What Happened To Baby 
P? It directly contradicted her 
account of what happened. 

Ms Henry’s solicitor, James Heath, 
told the judge she had wanted Peter 
to be put in professional care and 
had even sought a foster place for 
him. She is also said to have made it 
clear she did not agree Peter should 
be sent to stay with a family friend. 

But her measures were not chosen 
and Ms Henry was no longer involved. 

In court, the authority apologised 
unreservedly to Ms Henry for 
misrepresenting her role in the case.

Two builders jailed 
for ripping off OAP 

A PAIR of bogus builders have been jailed 
after conning an elderly man from Wood 
Green out of his life savings. 

Labourer Patrick Nugent, 21, from 
Romford, and 35-year-old Preston man Sean 
Allen, were convicted and jailed at Wood 
Green Crown Court on June 22 after 
pleading guilty to money laundering offences. 

An investigation was launched when the 
81-year-old man from Wood Green reported 
his suspicions about some builders to police. 

He had handed over cash and also signed 
cheques worth thousands of pounds to pay 
for work which was never done. 

But detectives were able to trace the trail 
and found cheques to the value of £8,800 
paid into Nugent’s account and to the value 
of £37,700 into Allen’s. Investigations into 
Allen’s account revealed another payment 
of £20,000 from a second possible victim 
who had yet to contact police. He was found 
to be a man from Hackney. 

Detective Superintendent Paul Hoare, of 
Haringey CID, said: “A full investigation 
will be carried out to ensure that neither 
of the defendants profit from crime. 

“If you need building work, don’t be 
afraid to say ‘no’ and if you experience any 
pressure or threats, call police on 999.” 

Nugent was sentenced to nine months in 
jail and Allen received a 15-month term. 


Drivers urged to protect 
themselves from thieves

AN ELECTRICIAN had the tools of his trade 
stolen after brazen thieves smashed their way 
into his van right on his doorstep in Tottenham. 

Ritchie Stevens, 41, has been left unable to 
earn his daily crust after losing tools worth 
around £800 as well as two gold bracelets which 
were a gift from his mother during the break-in 
sometime after 7pm on Sunday, June 20. 

The father-of-two was inside his house in Park 
Lane at the time and has urged anyone with 
information to come forward after the “scary” 
incident. He is just one of ten victims who have 
their vehicles broken into, on average, every 
single day in Haringey. Valuable tools, mobile 
phones and expensive satellite navigation sys¬ 
tems are all high on the lists of opportunistic 
thieves who stole, prised and smashed their way 
into a staggering 2,700 vehicles in the borough 
in the past 12 months alone. 

Mr Stevens told the Advertiser: “They broke 
the glass on the driver’s side and stole the 
bracelets as well as all my tools. I use them 
every day because I run my own business so this 
has messed me up big time. It’s going to be very

difficult for me to replace them as it was a good 
collection I had acquired over the years. 

“I can’t get over the fact this happened right 
outside my house. I can’t believe someone 
would do this.” 

Though the number of thefts from vehicles in 
Haringey has actually dropped since 2007-08 
when there were 3,347 incidents, the kerbside 
crime is still a problem for many and has even 
been earmarked as a policing priority in neigh¬ 
bouring Tottenham Green. 


A spokeswoman for Haringey Police said: 
“Remove valuables from your vehicle and don’t 
leave anything in view as even an empty bag 
or coat on the back seat can attract the attention 
of a thief.

Neighbours close 
to freight tracks 
say no to nuclear

CAMPAIGNERS who have 
fought for years to ban trains 
carrying nuclear waste from 
hurtling past their homes in 
Tottenham are stepping up 
their efforts before the London 
2012 Olympics. 

Those living near the railway 
line in south Tottenham fear the 
Games could attract a terrorist 
attack on the freight trains 
which transport waste from 
power stations in Bradwell and 
Dungeness through London for 
processing in Sellafield, Cum¬ 
bria. They use the Gospel Oak 
to Barking line which runs 
through Haringey. 

Jim Cassins, chairman of 
South Tottenham Residents’ 
Association, said: “Trains rush 
past 24 hours a day, rocking the 
houses and we’re concerned. If 
there was an accident like the 
one in Potters Bar, the impact 
could be terrible in such a 
densely populated area. 

“Of course we don’t want to 



stop the trains running but we 
do want them to stop at night 
and not carry nuclear waste 
through London.” 

Along with many of his 
neighbours, Mr Cassins has 
teamed up with David Polden of 
the Nuclear Trains Action 
Group. Mr Polden, who lives in 
Highgate, said: “There’s always 
the chance of a serious accident 
and high-level nuclear waste 
being released - there would 
have to be a mass evacuation. 
But there is an added risk that 
people may target the trains 


during the Olympics, given our 
proximity to the site. People are 
largely unaware about this and 
shocked when they hear. People 
have moved away because of it.” 

A spokesman for Network 
Rail said the company plays no 
role in deciding what should or 
should not be carried by rail. 

He added: “Nuclear waste 
needs to be transported to facil¬ 
ities where it can be processed. 
This should be done using the 
safest method of transport. Rail 
is by far the safest.”

S ITTING on a pallet in a 
shaded comer of a yard 
in Tottenham, 20-year- 
old Matthew Longmoor 
described the two years he spent 
out of work, a member of the 
UK’s so-called “lost generation” 
of unemployed youngsters. 

“It was depressing being 
rejected all the time,” he said, 
looking down as he brushed 
sawdust from his jeans. 

“I’m practical and love work¬ 
ing outdoors but the Jobcentre 
offered me jobs sitting in a stuffy 
office all day. That’s not me.” 

After months of dispiriting 
rejections and unsuitable place¬ 
ments, everything changed for 
Matthew four weeks ago when 
he was given a place on the pio¬ 
neering Wood Works Wonders 
project, based at the Selby Cen¬ 
tre in Selby Road. 

Sprung out of derelict land at 
the back of the former Totten¬ 
ham County School site, the 
project salvages wood destined 
for the rubbish dump - off-cuts, 
lengths of timber, old pallets, 
battered wooden furniture and 
ditched doors - which is then 
cleaned and chopped, sanded, 
nailed and polished into useful 
new pieces such as tables and 
garden furniture. Not only does 
it save a valuable resource from 
being squandered but the pro¬ 
ject involves the unemployed in 
community enterprise, learning 
traditional carpentry skills 
while their confidence and 
sense of worth also get a boost. 

The brains behind the scheme 
is 48-year-old Parisian Joel 
Minot, whose father worked 
with reclaimed wood in France 
and who sensed an opportunity 
for such a scheme in a corner of 
deprived Tottenham.

“There is a skill shortage in 
society,” he explained, “so I 
wanted to keep it low-tech and 
get the unemployed, or those on 
Community Payback, learning 
traditional carpentry skills. 

“We’re a social enterprise - 
we promote corporate responsi¬ 
bility, so we are helping society, 
not just making profits.” 

He gestured to a pile of 
golden maple, willow and oak 
logs donated by a tree surgeon 
which will make beautiful and 
unique pieces of furniture. A 
timber frame for what will 
eventually become the group’s 
workshop has already been 
pieced together and will be 
erected in the coming months, 
giving them a permanent, cosy 
base come the colder weather. 


R aff baccus, who 

came to help run the 
scheme after becoming 
disillusioned with the world of 
theatre, said: “The wood can 
come from anywhere; from busi¬ 
ness or residents having a clear- 
out. Often we get pieces from 
demo jobs full of 8in nails! 

“Our challenge is to make 
people aware that wood is not 
rubbish and can be reused. We 
charge a small fee for collec¬ 
tions so it is a lot cheaper than 
taking it to the dump, and a 
hundred times better.” 

Terry Welch, a 24-year-old 
who lives nearby, also heard 
about the project through the 
Jobcentre. “I’d done amateur 


carpentry - building a shed out 
of pallets, that kind of thing,” he 
said. “But I’ve always been 
interested in manual labour and 
getting my hands dirty. Wood is 
a lot easier and more manage¬ 
able than metal, it’s a very nat¬ 
ural material to work with.” 

Next to Terry, 33-year-old 
Murtala de Ceita was working. 
The Selby Centre is a stone’s 
throw from his house in West 
Green Road and the project is 
helping assure the future for 
both him and his four children, 
aged between one and seven. 

“I’ve been coming here for 
about two months,” he said. “I 
want to be a carpenter so this is 
perfect for me. It’s good fun 
too,” he added with a smile. 

Four women are also cur¬ 
rently playing a part in Wood 
Works Wonders, including a 
tree surgeon, an artist and 
architectural designer Abigail 
Stevenson, who got involved 
after learning about sustainable 
building techniques at the Cen¬ 
tre For Alternative Technology 
in Wales. “I did lots of training 
and learned about projects like 
this, so I decided I should get 
on with making it happen,” 
explained the 29-year-old. 

The project has also benefited 
from generous donations by 
E. D. Elson Ltd, a builders’ mer¬ 
chant based in Fairbridge Road. 

Joel and Raff are on the look¬ 
out for new volunteers as well 
as people or businesses able to 
supply wood.

FORGET zany rom-coms a la

Intelligent, grown-up movies 
about love that deal with sex as if 
it’s something that adults do and 
not titter at it like the Brits or turn it 
into a fashion shoot like the yanks. 

You can see why one of our most 
cerebral actresses, French-speak¬

She plays a British woman, 
Suzanne, who seems to have it all

But an inkling of her malaise is 
hinted at in her desire to go back 
to work, retraining as a physiother¬ 
apist much to her husband’s sar¬ 
castic bemusement. 

It’s the arrival of builder and ex- 
con, Yves (Lopez), however, which 
blows her artificial greenhouse of 
a world to smithereens as the two 
begin an intense, all-consuming 


affair that can only end violently. 

That’s giving nothing away as the 
first scene ends mysteriously with a 
gunshot before we flashback six 
months to show how they got into 
this mess, thus triggering a sparse, 
85-minute movie focusing on just 
three main characters but one 
dense with meaning and intrigue. 

Often reminiscent of classic liter¬ 
ature - Lady Chatterley’s Lover and 
Tess Of The D’Urbervilles spring 
readily to mind - director/writer 


Corsini has created a terrific female 
role for Thomas whose range of 
emotions is put to the test as her 
character travels from extreme 
highs of sexual gratification to 
crashing lows as her bitter husband 
takes revenge on them. 

A lyrical poem detailing a partic¬ 
ular affair it is probably too slight for 
itself to become a classic but 
should be seen for the intensity of 
the action and the acting.

WHAT do you want to be when you 
grow up? It’s an important ques¬ 
tion that you were asked at some 
point in your childhood.

IT WAS not our normal dining out 
experience. To have one extraordi¬ 
nary gannetting experience is an 
annual event. But two? On the 
same night?! On a MONDAY?!!! 
Pass me the smelling salts, dear. 

The first deprived us of our voice, 
reminding us how we communicate 
- especially with waiters; the sec¬ 
ond deprived us of sight, reminding 
us to actually taste the food and 
wine in front of us. 

Both were the result of Nalaga’at 
theatre company’s production, Not 
By Bread Alone, at artsdepot. In 
conjunction with their show the 
deaf-blind Israeli company has 
brought Cafe Kapish and the Black- 


Out Bar to the North Finchley venue. 

The cafe, open all day and serv¬ 
ing hot and cold meals and snacks, 
is run by deaf waiters so we “talk” 
to them through basic sign lan¬ 
guage - expressions are illustrated 
on laminated sheets on the table - 
or simply by writing down words on 
a mini white board for them. 

Cue lots of flapping and illegible 
scrawls from two utterly imbed lie 
gannets before our kindly waitress, 
Tal, patiently extracted the informa¬ 
tion that we desired a bottle of 
house red (El Muro - £12, bargain) 
and mains of fishcakes (£7.50) and 
vegetable tagine (£6). 

The fishcakes, served with 
roasted potatoes, were good but 
better was the traditional tagine 
bursting with flavours of shallots, 
squashes, peppers, prunes, corian¬ 
der and cinnamon. 

Then on to our second course of 
cheese and wine, enjoyed in the 
adjoining, surreal BlackOut Bar. 

Led in trains of four by our blind 
waitress, we nervously clutched the 
shoulders of them in front as we 
entered pitch, eternal darkness. Not 
one speck of light was allowed to 
penetrate the gloom (digital watches 



and mobile phones were placed in 
lockers beforehand), opening up a 
void in front of us out of which the 
odd chatter from different tables 
could be heard in the distance?... 
close at hand?...hard to say. 

Unnerving at first we gradually 
relaxed into the routine of carefully 
handing glasses to our waitress to 
be filled, passing crackers and 
cheese to one another, and appre¬ 
ciating for a mercifully brief time 
what it’s like to live in a world such 
as this. What it also did was 


heighten the senses so we could 
savour the knockout Israeli wine 
and robust blue cheeses, while our 
dinner conversation had never been 
so lively, as the moment we 
stopped talking it felt as though we 
ceased to exist. 

Exotic, entertaining but also an 
education - we thoroughly recom¬ 
mend you try something different 
before both close next Thursday.

FORLAN: I’M 
STAYING PUT

DIEGO FORLAN has ruled out a 
move to Tottenham following reported 
interest from Spurs boss Harry 
Redknapp in bringing the Uruguayan 
hitman to White Hart Lane. 

The former Manchester United 
striker, who has guided his country to 
the semi-finals of the 2010 World Cup 
with three goals, has been one of the 
stand out players in South Africa. 

Redknapp is keen to reinforce his 
squad as Spurs prepare for the qualify¬ 
ing stages of the Champions League - 
having broken in to the top four of the 
Premier League last season. 

And the manager admitted that he 
would be keen on snapping up Forlan 
despite his previous problems in 
England, although conceded that a deal 
is looking increasingly unlikely. 

Forlan, who has enjoyed great suc¬ 
cess in Spain since leaving Old 
Trafford - first with Villarreal and 
then Atletico Madrid - has ruled out a 


Premier League return this summer. 

“I am very happy in Madrid and I 
have three years left on my contract 
with Atletico,” Forlan is quoted as say¬ 
ing in the Daily Mirror. 

“I will not go. Now I want to have 
another season as good or better than 
the one just completed.” 

Redknapp said: “He is a player we 
would like but I think he might just be 
out of our range. 

“He has had an outstanding World 
Cup - he is a top player.” 

The Tottenham boss also admitted 
that he is no closer to signing Joe Cole 
after the England midfielder was 
released by Chelsea. 

Cole has been linked with several 
clubs after becoming a free agent, and 
has also been linked with Premier 
League rivals Arsenal and Manchester 
United. 

“I would love to have Joe at Spurs 
but I think there are lots of teams in 
for him so we will have to wait and 
see,” he said. 



Skolars 
toast an 
overdue 
victory 



THE New River Stadium erupted on 
Sunday afternoon as a last-gasp try and 
conversion saw London Skolars bring an 
end to their dismal 30-match losing 
streak as they ran out 28-26 winners over 
Rochdale Hornets in Co-operative 
Championship One. 

James Massara’s side were trailing 
26-22 with time rapidly running out, but 
Sam Gee touched down in the dying 
seconds and Paul Thorman held his nerve 
to slot his kick through the posts to spark 
wild celebrations and secure a first win 
for the Skolars since May 2009. 

The home side had earlier flown out of 
the blocks as Jy-Mel Coleman, Thorman 
and John Paxton had all crossed the line 
for tries, with Thorman converting all 
three, to open up an 18-0 lead. 

But the Hornets - who had crushed 
Massara’s men 68-10 earlier in the 
campaign - brought themselves back into 
contention with scores either side of 
half-time from Dale Bloomfield and 
Steven Roper. 

Paxton extended the Skolars’ lead with 
his second try of the afternoon in the 
second half, but they looked to have 
blown their chance of a first home win in 
two years as Phil Wood, Andrew Saywell 
and Bloomfield all touched down to give 
them a four-point lead.
